| work. tn whith be shove that they preter the servi-

tude of Austein to the loss of the separats existence
of Pivdmont, The Coont of Oavonr had, th‘rou%ah his
writings and bis ereeches, sufficiently shown his real
gentiments, witbout the exposure of Giobert. His
brother, Gustaso, was the piioeipal writer in the re-
act'ouary paper L' Adrmoma, and he himself edited
the Rosorgomerto-—-less vialent but rot less persever-
ing inita oppesition to the war of Ttalian ladepen-
dentce, to g progressive policy, and to the Italian
refrgees, up to the installation of CUavoor in the
minisiry, when the publication of tae paper censed.

1t is well kpown tha: on the re'irement of Azeglio,
who abandoned the post of Minister in consequencs
| ot the irsnperable obstacles thrown in the way of
his favorite scheme—the union of Italy under one
coustitutions! king—his portfolio was offered to the
Reaction, which had caused him to retire, and in
covsequence the National Guard of Tarin was under
arms for eight days; many municion!ities sent t) the
King addresees, which were, in fact, remonstrances,
till the extreme Reaction, terrilled. abaadoned the
euterprise. Then the King nominated Cavonr Min-
f5°er, a4 a sort of compromise between the ultrs ah
sclutiste snd the very moderate oonstitntionalists,
The Piedmonteee endure it only to keep out the ab.
golutista, who would renlace it.

We may judge from the above that the Kiog of

Lle, every precaution having been taken bheforehand
by the princes.  The Duke of Modéna when he left
his State to avoid the fury of the storm, carried awiy
with hilm, tied belind his carriage, the unfortanate
Cira Menotti, who had been by his companions de-

uted to treat with Lin, and the patriot was hanged
;;1 presence of the Doke, who covily waiched his
dyirg struggles.

In 1548 some of the liberals of Italy committed
the seine blunder in reposing confldence in the same
Charles Albert of 1820, 1831 and 1534, He rushed
futo Lombud{m_w soon a4 he beard of the insurrec-
tion, because he expected to add thut province and
the cuchies to bis State, if the populsr movemant
were suceessful; certuinly he did not desire Italy since
be relused muder any conditions to interfers with the
Pope. And what bappened? The revolution, which
was trinmphant througbont Lombardy, bacame in-
stantly puralized on the arrival of the King,.who
checkmfthe popular enthusinsm, brought everything
t0 a tate of inaction, sllowed time to the Austriaus
to rally and receive reinforcements, and hﬂnﬁl}wt
ope Jittle buttle, coppigned Milan and all Lombardy
and Venice to the Austrisns, eveuivin\g arders to
his generals to surrender the city torts of Veaice
iteelf, But in the city tbers were, under General
Ferrari, three regimenta of Roman youth, true ze-
publicans like o/l Romans, and these giving counte-
pance tothe cilizens, sent away the Pidemgtesa
Gereral Olivero and proclaimed vhe republic. led
Albert made alterwards snother abempt to gt the
provinee of Lombardy, and withdrew eatirely alter a
vkirmish at Novara.

Charles Albert had nevertholess sn army, numer-
ous and strong, with mueh more money at hiz dis
poeal than the present King has, besides the sincere
support of 8l the liberals, On the other hand, Venice,
Bresica, Bologna, and Rome, abandoned to their
own resources, and withont a regular army, a suffi-
cient supply of money, arms, snd ammunition, per-
formed wooders, Bicily was vistorious s0 long as ghe
ccmbated for liberty—bus all ber energles ceused so
soon 0s she gave herself to a King, the brother of the
present King of Piedmont. All this iy easily ac- |
connted for ; tue people, when they rise to psser!
their rights, eweep all before them—those who igat
Jor a king are merely his mercenaries.

The waterial resourcea upon whish Italy as a de-
mocrucy can rely,are much greater than those which
the King of Piedmont can offer. He has bat a littie
regular army, his finances are exhaustsd, and in his
troops there are many more than he may suppose,
who prefer liberty to royalism; and these are the hest
and most energetic of his soldiers. Italy has many
powerful men of action, whoee forge wonld be en- |
tirely lost urder the uuion with a king; they would
mnke the personal sacrifce, as was dove in 1848, if
ary matertal benefit could be expeoted from it; bat
since the king would not accept their services with
confidence, they would become useless. ’

Theve i# in 1taly moch material aid which would
fall into the bands of the revolution at its commenoce-
ment, The areenals of Naples are plentifully sap-
plied with casnon and every species or warlike
etores; the mati-ars are numerous snd skilful. These

| are tressure: which the tyraut cannut carry away

with him, even should he manage to essaps from the
popular veugeance. If the army be disbunded, that
1s of no congequence; it would in fact be an advan
toge, because that which was good would remain in
the ranks of the revolution, and the rest would most
willingly get off 1o their respective himes, whence
thcy had beer compulsorily drafted. Other arsenals,
excellent, though not so rich, are to be found in |
Piedmont, There are also several manufuctories of |
arms; that of Bresica is celebrated.

Nither moust we exaggerate the forces of the
Lings, aa compared with those of the populations
moved by o spirit of independence. We at this mo-
ment gee the Czar of Russia, who is considered the
strongest of modern potentates, acting like a cow-
ardly bully toward Turkey, which country he su?-
posed to be vriess; and yet on the first symp‘om
of popularindignation aud of serisus resistance from
the Turks, the Russian Emperor expresses a desire
to profit by the Anglo-Franco negotistion.

t iz, therefore, evident that the approaching revo-
Jution in Italy, to he euccessful, must be conduoted
in the nar.e of, and in favor of, democracy, in which
alone it can find eufficient energy to overthrow the
Pojacy. That i the revolution relies solely on its
own strength, it has energy and means to cor-
cuer; but It it lean upon any royal staff, it
wil be, mas on ull former occasions, ruined.
That huckneyed objection, that the people are not
sufliciently €ducated in freedom, s devnid of good
sense. Wonld eny ope have the pecpls wait to
be tducated by freedom by the Pope or the King of
Nsaples!  That poversment which is the most

vrder frepdom alone can men bring to matarity re-
pablican virtzes. The ancient Romans passed at
ome bousd from the tyranny of Targnin the Proad to
the republic, and though not especially educated for
IEpubll;cnnlvem, ‘eft lasting monuments of thewr gran.
deur and ragacily: and the modern Romans passed
from the Papal, which is the worst of tyranuies, di-
rect to the republic, with the most perfect order. It
is a fact that the State which, under the rule of the
priests, was the theatre of assassination, private ven- |
peance and universal anarchy, was saddenly trans.
formed into a well-regulated reﬂuhlw, whig,h raled |
without employing force, abolished the punishment
of denth,and, hardly ushered into existence, possess
¢d sufficient life and vigor to oppoge an obstinate re- |
gistance to the sllied armies of France, Ausiria,
Spain, and the tyrant of Naples.

Trial of John Doscher for the Muarder of
Patrick MeNulty.
COURT OF OYER AND TERMINER.
Before Hon. Judge Edwards.

Nov.22.—The prisoner, John Doscher, is charged
with baving, on the morning of the 13th of June,
1853, inflicted sundry wounds on $he person of Pat-
rick McNulty, by means of & pistol, in consequence
of which wounds he died.

Doscher is a man of mediom height, a German by
birth, and of rather prepossessing appearance. He
is about thirty-five years of age.

wan recklessly discharges a loaded pistol into &
crowd, regardless of whom he hita, and rezardless of
the consequences, althoogh be did not intend to kill
any one. The evidence makes ont the fiucts as I have
stated them.

Dr. Agnew exemined—I have been one of the
house surgeons ot the New York Hospital sivce
Apil; T recollect the csse of Patrick MoNulty;
when admitted he was much excited, and sald ‘,.’-
haid been shot; 1 found a shot on the top of bis skull,
which I removed; it seemed to be a buckshot; the
other wounds sppeared to be shot-wounds.
Cro:s examined—The wound in the forehead was
large enough to permit a quill to pass threugh; I
did net probe it
Edward Baker sworn—I am one of the Sixth ward
pelice; on the night of this occarrence I was on the
corner of Brosdwsy and Duane street; on the alarme
being given, I went to the premies ovcupied by the
frisuner; officers Timan and Kivelan went with me;
placed & man at each door of the cellar, and then
knocked at the door and told the people within that
there were officers at tbe door who woald proteot
them; this I repeated half a dogen times and gt no
auswer; I then went to the station heuss, and the
Licutenant told me to break open the door; the l:lnru
was in considerable confusion, and bottlea were lying
wround broken; there wers no persons in the base-
ment; I found the bar-keeper in one of the small
rooms in the rear; the door was fastened from the
iueide; 1 aleo broke that in; before that there was a
demand mede for admission ot each of the inuer
doors; no one was in ihe small room but the bar
keeper; in the next 1 found & young woman, and &
man, 1 believe; ia the next ove 1 found the
alone; Ifound, inall, five persons, among whom waa
an old lady; we 0id mot arrest ber.

The witness was notcross examineld.

John Jourdain, sworn.—I sm oune of the Bixth
ward pohice; on the night of this homicide ] was
standing on the corper of Elm and Penrl streets; I
Leard au alarm and the sound of s pistol, when I pro-
ceeced down Pearl to Centre strect; I saw a man
bleeding frean the head near the prisoner's store,
which wan was Patick MeNulty ; 1 took him to the
station bouse, and then returned to the premises; I
ectered the place with the other policemen ; there
were sarsaparilla bottles and tumblers lying about
the room, as Mr. Baker described.

The court here took a recess of an hour.

Jamea Carrol examined.—I live at No, 102 Bayard
